Pacific Gas & Electric’s 
1973 rate increases, those 
already granted plus those 
in the hopper, would raise 
the bill for the average 
( alifomia householder by 19 
per cent for gas and 25 per 
cent for electricity.

California 
Public 
U tilities 
Commission, 
including a large one filed 
Aug. 30 for $233 million 
annually.

And since that time the 
company has asked a gas

increase

million a year, which would 
raise the average bill by 30 
cents a month 
Only the large Aug 30 
request will be the subject 
of public hearings since the 
PUC ruled last February 
that 
“ fuel 
adjustment 
increases’’ based on price 
increases in cost to the 
company could be made 
without such hearings. The 


increases are still subject to 
Commission approval, but 
neeed not be delayed by 
public debate, the PUC said 
The company was granted

New unemployment 


plan unlikely this year 


Legislation mandating the county’s participation in an 
unemployment insurance program is “ unlikely to become 
law this fiscal year,” County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson has reported to the Board of 
Supervisors. 
The County Employees Assn and the Social Workers 
Union have been pressing the county to set up an 
unemployment insurance program, pointing out there have 
been county layoffs this year and more seem possible. 
Those losing their jobs have no unemployment benefits at 
all, it is stressed 
Johnson said a continuing evaluation of the matter shows 
only two of eight counties with whom this county normally 
compares salaries and employment conditions have set up 
unemployment benefits for employes. They are Ventura 
and Orange counties. 
Johnson said he is recommending the proposal be 
relegated to “ meet and confer” sessions with county 
employe groups in view of latest developments and the 
unlikelihood of involuntary layoff among county employes 
this year.

County officials are studying ways to provide water from 
San Jose Creek in water-short Goleta Valiev to help with 
irrigation of increased landscaping on Ward Memorial 
Blvd as recommended by the County Architectural Board 
of Review

But in early evening phone calls to 
United Press International, Mrs Mitchell 
called the possibility of separation "horri­ 
ble.” 
She 
denied

Newsweek 
magazine that she and her husband. 
President Nixon’s former attorney general 
and 
campaign 
manager, 
engaged 
in 
‘violent 
outbursts" 
after 
previous 
telephone calls to the news media and that 
he had 
tried to hospitalize her for 
psychiatric care 
Mrs. Mitchell said, “ I never had a fight 
with him.” Speaking to U PI’s Helen 
Thomas, she called the Newsweek report 
"a goddamned lie " 
Newsweek quoted an “ intimate friend" 
of the family as reporting John saying, 
"You'd think the media would understand 
and leave Martha alone It’s obvious to 
anyone who knows her that she’s a sick 
woman.” 


"Friends say Mitchell feels his wife 
needs medical help,” Newsweek said, "but 
adds that he cannot bring himself to the 
necessary 
legal 
steps 
to 
have 
her 
committed ” 
Mrs. Mitchell said, "He walked out, yes. 


But I ve been trying to get him out, she 
said "If you ve got a man 24 hours a day, I 
couldn t stand it He was watching the 
football games ” 
She said the marriage was strained

indictment on 
charges of perjury and obstruction of 
justice 
for 
allegedly 
influencing 
the 
Securities and Exchange Commission to 
drop an investigation of Nixon campaign 
contributor Robert L. Vesco 
He is also under investigation by the 
Senate Watergate Committee and various 
grand juries for his role in allegations of 
campaign sabotage. 
Mrs Mitchell said it was her husband, 
not her, who was distraught. "Whenever 
anyone came into our apartment, he was so 
kind to them When they left, he got mean 
with me and Marty,” her 12-year-old 
daughter. 
"My God, I’ve done everything for him 
that I could,” she said " I ’ve been through 
hell. I ’ve been the best wife you’ve seen in 
your life, but I can’t forget what I went 
through in California.” 
She was referring to an incident in June, 
1972, when she claimed she was being held 
a "political prisoner” at Newport Beach, 
C alif., 
and 
was 
manhandled 
by 
bodyguards. 
For the first time, Sunday, she blamed 
her husband for that incident.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Robert Siedlecki, a married 
man 
with

children, 
wishes he had never found a 
job. It is costing him $102 a 
month. 
Despite 
a 
happy 
marriage, he has considered 
deserting 
his 
wife 
to 
improve 
his 
family’s 
standard of living. 
Siedlecki is the victim of 
the federal-state welfare 
system 
He 
made 
his 
mistake of getting a job. 
His troubles began about a 
month ago when he took a 
job as an airport limousine 
driver for Yellow Cab. It 
was his first job he had held 
since coming to California 
from Cleveland in 1972, and 
he was happy over the 
prospect of supporting his 
family all by himself. 
The job brings Siedlecki 
$342 a month take-home 
pay. His former welfare 
grant was $444 
He had 
assumed the state would 
make up 
the difference 
between his salary and the 
former welfare payments. 
But the rules don’t work 
that way. 
"I still have the same six 
kids to feed even though I 
am employed," he said in a 
interview published Sunday. 
" I am not saying give me 
the whole $444 grant, but 
just make up the difference. 
I am being penalized for 
going to work.” 
If Siedlecki quit his job, he 
would be ruled ineligible for 
welfare 
because he had 
refused to work. If he asked 
to work less than full time, 
he still would be refusing 
work and not get his grant 
back. 
And if he left his family, 
his wife would be eligible 
for a grant. But Siedlecki 
would still be liable for child 
support payments. 
Another unusual twist is 
that if the couple split up 
and his wife got the same 
job driving a limousine,

Public employes 
ordered back to work 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) — The ruling military junta 
ordered public employes to return to work today in an 
attempt to get Chile back to normal six days after the 
armed forces ousted President Salvador Allende in a bloody 
coup. 
The junta, which ended four decades of democratic rule 
in Chile last Tuesday, lifted a nationwide curfew for 12 
hours to let the government employes get back to work. 
The move was aimed at restoring such activies as postal 
service, bus operations, municipal health clinics and 
garbage collection. 
Army troops, carrying rifles and submachine guns, were 
still patrolling the capital around the clock, but the general 
situation appeared to be calm in the nation of 10 million. 
Several thousand political prisoners were reported to be 
interned in Santiago’s 70,000-seat national soccer stadium 
and several thousand others to be held in Chilean naval 
ships anchored off the port of Valparaiso. 
The four-man junta has refused to reveal the number of 
dead and wounded in the country since the coup took place. 
Unoffical reports have ranged from 1,000 to several 
thousand dead. 
Housewives packed stores in Santiago today during the 
early hours stocking up on food and drugs. Military officials 
said the government was giving top priority to the 
distribution of food.

Advantage of being 'in7 


It is a political truism that incumbents 
generally 
have 
the 
advantage 
in 
an 
election 
For one thing, voter apathy 
makes it simpler to vote for the candidate 
who's already in, than to figure out 
whether his challenger is a good guy or a 
baddie. That ties in with the fact that the 
incumbent has had considerable exposure 
so that at least he's a known quantity. 


Which also ties in with the fact that a 
person running for reelection has an easier 
time raising campaign funds. 
The organization called Common Cause 
ran a survey on 25 U.S. Senate races last 


year 
and 
found, 
for 
example, 
that 
incumbents spent an average of $491,000, 
whereas their opponents averaged less 
than half that, or $239,000. 
Some people see this as an argument for 
public financing of election campaigns. 
But no one yet seems to have discovered 
the magic formula for handing out the 
taxpayers' dollars. 
Prompt and full disclosure of donors to 
political campaigns still is the soundest 
way of handling campaign financing. It 
gives the voter an opportunity to judge not 
only the candidate but also the kind of 
backers who want him in office.

“ At every meeting of finance 
ministers that I've gone to, there 
are two sidebar discussions that 
dominate all conversations over 
lunch — energy and food We are 
probably affected less than other 
countries, 
but it’s a worldwide 
concern,” he says. 
Shultz hinted at the White House 
last week that he would be tough and 
candid about these issues, even

be i ng 
f oggy 
and 
bureaucratically 
vague 
about 
monetary’ reform and other more 
cerebral subjects. 


“ I see the representatives of the 
oil-producing countries here and 1 
must say they swagger these days. 
But one thing that makes them sit 
up and take notice is when I tell 
them that in this country’ we are 
discussing ways of more and more 
research into energy sources and 
energy consumption,” he said

It now appears that a court 
decision 
to 
wave 
forward 
the 
Lompoc bypass freeway project 
could reopen the state-designated 
Highway One scenic route from 
Lompoc to Las Cruces to renewed 
limestone quarrying, possibly on a 
grand, and illegal, scale. 
In 1971, on a high, oak-studded 
bluff seven miles from Lompoc and 
overlooking Highway One from the 
South, the L.S. Hawley Corporation 
of Irwindale gouged out tons of 
dolomite limestone which went to 
buttress the slopes of an impoved 
US 101 near the Rincon. 
At the time a Cali­ 
fornia Division of 
Highways engineer 
opined 
that the 
quarry, 
where 
it 
was visible from the 
h i g h w a y , 
wa s 
within the protected 
corridor of the then 
proposed 
scenic 
h i g h w a y 
f r o m 
Lompoc 
to 
Las 
Cruces. 
A 
county planning 
staffer 
expressed doubt, but before the 
robot of government could lurch 
around to a definitive statement, the 
improvements 
to 
US 
101

completed and half of one hillside

corridor and one of the state’s 
specific 
requirements, 
and 
the 
county’s guarantees, is that no 
quarrying visible from the highway 
is permitted there. 
If 
it 
survives 
in 
the 
legal 
chambers, the Highway One bypass 
freeway will require rock slope 
protection, some 25,000 cubic yards 
of it, to gird its slopes and protect 
them from erosion common to the 
food plain. 
The 
Highway 
Division 
has 
published their requirement for this 
much rock and listed the Hawley 
Corp. as an approved subcontractor. 
Richard Roberts, 
speaking for 
prime 
c o n t ra ct or 
Granite 
Construction Co., says he’s sure that 
Hawley will provide the rocks. 
The 
$190,000 
slope 
protection 
subcontract calls for the full 125,000 
cubic yards, about 40,000 pounds 
worth. Robert Kit of Hawley has 
affirmed that all of this will come 
from the same quarry on the Poett 


slice of the San Julian Ranch, 
overlooking the since dedicated 
scenic highway. 
These facts alone do not prove 
that the laws imposed to protect the 
scenic corridor need be broken to 
extract the limestone. Much of the 
quarry is out of sight of thejiighway, 
screened by hills. 
But there’s enough to worry 
about. The Division of Highways 
corridor maps appear to place the 
quarry 
within 
the 
corridor. 
Removal of the other half of the 
once carved out hillside, than, would 
seem to violate the law as, would 
reopening of makeshift roads from 
the highway to the site. 
Kit suggests that 
maybe the 


required 40,000 pounds of dolomite 
was quarried before and is just 
laying around up there. Even if this 
theory, disputed by another Hawley 
employe, is correct, once reopened, 
the quarry could also win the 
business of other projects which will 
need the same type of rock in the 
coming months. 


A flood control project 
near 
Lompoc 
and 
another 
US 
101 
improvement project slated nearby, 
for Spring are also soliciting tons of 
slope protection rock. If Hawley 
were to win and attempt to supply 
both contracts from the San Julian 
quarry, a violation of the scenic 
corridor and the laws protecting it 
could become more than credible.
